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IRAN ~ UNITED ARAB EMIRATE S: The Shah of Irani 

and the President of the United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
Sheik Zayid, have decided to establish normal dip- 
lomatic relations and exchange ambassadors. The 
Shah had threatened to withdraw recognition by 30 
September unless Zayid ceased his propaganda at- 
tacks on the Iranian occupation of three Persian 
Gulf islands — Abu Musa and the two Tunbs — late last 
year. Zayid had been encouraged in his attacks by 
radical Arab states which hoped to reduce Iran's 
influence in the gulf. The Shah, for his part, 
wants the cooperation of the lower gulf sheikdoms 
in maintaining political stability in the area. 

The establishment of relations is a setback for 
Iraq, which has sought to prevent Iran from exer- 
cising influence on j t he Arab side of the gulf. 
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
